President Tells New 
Nicaraguan Minister 
Troops Will Withdraw 
as Soon as Possible. 


DESIRE TO DICTATE 
FLATLY DISAVOWED 


Earnest Hope Expressed 
That Internal Dissen- 
sion Soon Will Be Dis- 
sipated in Country. 


Washington, January 20.—(#)— 
President Coolidge in accepting the 
credentials today of the new Nicara- 
guan minister, Alejandro Cesar, gave 
assurance that American forces would 
be withdrawn from Nicaragua as soon 
as the necessity for their presence 
ceases, 

The minister told Mr. Coolidge that 
Nicaragua “looks confidently to the 
United States for guidance, coopera- 
tion and aid.” He came to Washing- 
ton recently as the representative of 
the Diaz government, which the United 
States has recognized. Presentation of 
his letters of credence occurred dur- 
ing the afternoom in the east room 
of the white house. 

Refers to Leng Friendship. 

“A transcript of the exchange be- 
tween President Coolidge and the new 
minister, made public later, showed 
that Mr. Coolidge referred to the long 
friendship which has existed between 


the United States and Nicaragua, and 
had added: 

“That we are now once more in a 
position, due to the establishment in 
Nicaragua of a constitution govern- 
ment to which the United States and 
other powers are able to extend recog- 
nition, to resume official relations is 
a matter of satisfaction. 

“For many years the United States 


has been a good friend of the Nica 


rauguan people. Through our assist- 
ance, asked and apparently welcomed, 
Nicaragua has enjoyed years of peace 
and tranquility, restored her almost 
hopelessly shattered national finances, 
increased her economic resources and 
vastly improved her position before 
the world.

All officers of the plainclothes squad 
will-be retained at the grade they held 
when the department was abolished 
by council, according to a ruling 
Thursday by James L. Mayson, city 
attorney. 

This means that Captain A. J. Hol-

T. O. Sturdivant are not affected in 
their official standing by the ordinance 
reestablishing the detective bureau anc 
automatically abolishing the plain- 
clothes department. 

In other words, the Atlanta police 
department today has an additional 
captain and two additional lieuten: 
ants in good standing. 

Opinion Given Chief. 

Mr. Mayson’s opinion was handed 
to Chief of Police James L. Beavers 
after the police committee had re- 
quested him to make it in order to 
ascertain the exact status of the offi- 
cers who served in the plainclothes 
department. 

The opinion was predicated on thie 
theory that officers were assigned to 
the plainclothes squad and that che 
positions were created by ordinance 
of city council, and they will hold 
that grade until the ordinance mak- 
them such is repealed.

Los Angeles, January 20.—Lita 
Grey Chaplin, estranged wife of 
Charlie Chaplin, movie comedian, was 
engaged tonight in an endeavor to 
wrest alimony from the United States 
government, which tied up personal ac- 
counts and other property of her hus- 
band, because of his alleged failure to 
make correct income tax figures. _

missioner of internal revenue to. re- 
lease Chaplin's personal accounts in 
Hollywood and Los Angeles banks, a 
new government suit was filed here 
against the Chaplin Film corporation. 
Through the latest action a ‘lien was 
placed against the corporation to col- 
lect $60,000 in income tax money, 
alleged to be due for 1925. The 
amount is in addition to the $1,073,- 
000 in liens previously filed. 

A court order directing the receiv- 
ers to pay the $14,400 from Chaplin’s 
personal deposits was issued this aft- 
ernoon by Superior Court Judge Wal- 
ter Guerin. The order was made by 
the court after counsel] for the girl 
wife informed the judge that she had 
not received any payment on the 
$4,000 temporary alimony, granted 
her last Monday.

London, January 20.—When the 
Prince of Wales visits the United 
States again he will be able to talk 
hobby horses with President Coolidge. 

Wales has acquired a mechanical 


horse like the president's and does a 
stationary eight miles on it in his 
bathroom when he is unable to ride 
a real horse at a foxhunt. 

However, that is only a small part 
of the exercise he takes aside from 
hunting and golf. te which he has 
fallen a victim. Recently. after'a busy 
day. he danced from midnight until 
4 o’clock at the farewell party of the 
Duke and Duchess of York, and then 
led the other guests in ballroom set- 
ting-up exercises. He shone at rais- 
‘ing and lowering himself on his arms 
from -the floor, and tired out every- 
one else: but because constant horse- 
back riding has stiffened his figure

touch his toes.

Boy WhoLabored 
In Cotton Fields 


Victim in Fraud 


Hatred harbored by a 13-year-old 
boy against grown men who swindled 
him out of €3 earned by dragging a 
bag of cotton under the hot Oklahoma 
sun rises from the nages of a letter 
which District Attorney Clint W. 
Hager will read to the federal grand 
jury Monday in seeking indictment of 
D. W. Nichols, H. D. Gaines and J. 
G. Grimes on postal fraud charges. 
One of a hundred complaint letters 
received by the government in the 
Nichols-Grimes-Gaines case, the docu- 
ment written by the Coweta, Okla., 
youth is a remarkable one to be writ- 
ten by one so young. The boy will be 
brought from Oklahoma to testify be- 
fore the grand jury, together with 50 
other witnesses, but his name has not 
been revealed for publication yet, for 
the reason that the government does 
not want to give its case away. 
Details of how the 13-year-old boy 
stayed out of school to pick cotton so 
that he might buy clothes and school 
material for his brothers and sisters 
and otherwise aid in supporting the 
family are given in the letter. Think- 
ing that a box of 300 oranges for $3, 
express prepaid, would provide a way 
of earning more money by selling the 
oranges at a small profit. so he could 
buy his family « Christmas present, 
he sent the $3, but did not receive the 
fruit, the youth wrote. 

Learning that the three men had 
been arrested in the mail swindle case, 
the youth expected his money return- 
ed, as were funds sent by other per- 
sons, but he has not received it yet, 
the boy said in the letter. Speaking 
of the case, he said: “I consider it 
worse than highway robbery. 
“Probably when I am Sider: ” the 
youth wrote, “I won't have such bitter 
hate for them. Maybe then I'll have 
more mercy; but now, when I think 
of how I worked from sunup to sun- 
down in the cotton fields, dragging a 
heavy sack with my back aching and 
sore, I cannot think that they deserve 
any mercy whatsoever. I wish they 
had to pick cotton like I have had to.”

THE HUMAN BOLL WEEVILS. 

It is unthinkable, in the face of 
the vigorous movement that has 
been prosecuted for two years to 
rid Atlanta of the horde of con- 
scienceless “loan sharks” that in- 
fest the city and sap the very life 
blood of thousands of poor and dis- 
tressed people, that “30 or 40 of 
them still remain in business here.” 

That statement was made in an 
address before the Masonic club by 
J. L. R. Boyd, general counsel for 
the Atlanta Legal Aid society. 

Mr. Boyd has done more than 
any other one man to clean out 
this menacing flock of harpies and 
get-rich-quick ghouls of human lib- 
erty that prey upon misfortune, and 
rob the poor—with ‘‘interest” rates 
of from 500 to 1,000 per cent—of 
every vestige of their meager ac- 

‘cumulations, and then break up

But the law has not been en- 
forced, otherwise there would not 
be one of the sharks left in Fulton 
county. 

With 30 or 40 of: them exist- 
ing, employing methods of financial 
barbarity that are as cruel as the 
persecutions of the inquisition, it is 
inexcuSably evident that the enforce- 
ment of the law has deliberately 
fallen down. 

It matters not what may be the 
process of alleged law evasion, 
whether through confederated “in- 
dorsers,” who charge a 25 per cent 

» “indorsement fee”.on each 30-day 
renewal, or some other process of 
equally as flagrant larceny, there 
are criminal laws and laws of equity 
to reach such cases. 

The very fact that they exist in 
defiance of these laws raises the 
curtain upon a system of money 
bootlegging in Atlanta that is a 
thousand times worse than liquor 
bootlegging—as reprehensible as 
that may be. 

The bootlegging of hooch is the 
best “protected” industry in Amer- 
ica, and everybody knows it. 

Can it be possible that this army 
of money bootleggers, who “loan” 
say $10—less ‘“‘fees” of $2.50, or 
$7.50 net—and then collect $50, 
through a series of weeks, and fi- 
nally snatch the mortgaged furni- 
ture out of the home, and throw 
the victim in jail to keep his or her 
mouth shut, or barbarities of equal 
force—can it be possible that there 
is any “protection?” 

If not, then why in the name of 
a city’s honor and righteousness are 
these sharks permitted to continue 
to prey upon their thousands of 
victims? 

It makes red blood hot. 

It must stop, or Atlanta may 
just as well admit that it is a party 
to the crime.

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

The police'committee of council 
Starts out well. It shows a disposi- 
tion to cooperate with the chief, and 
to give him full reins, consistent 
with law and his responsibility, in 
the administration of all law en- 
forcement branches. 

The reestablishment of the de- 
tective department and the selec- 
tion of A. Lamar Poole as chief of 
that arm of enforcement—a posi- 
tion he held at the time the de- 
partment fell under a political ham- 
mer in 1923—#is undeniably wise. 

Automatically this makes Poole 
the first assistant chief of police. 

The elimination of the _plain- 
clothes squad is wise. It has never 
functioned to any meritorious ex- 
tent, and through no fault of the 
members of the squad. In police 
administration the _ principle is 
wrong. The uniform itself is a 
deterrent to crime, and its use is 
a stimulus to duty. 

Private and auxiliary “‘detectives”’ 
may use the old colorful and so- 
called heroic methods of smelling 
and snooping and sleuthing, but that 
degree of police department effi- 
ciency that brings actual results is 
predicated upon practical police 
methods, and not upon dreamy and 
visionary phantom chasing. 

In any departmental ‘‘shake-up” 
the close friends of demoted or re- 
tired or transferred members neces- 
sarily feel that favoritisms have 
been shown, or prejudices invoked. 
It is true in every activity—politi- 
cal, civic and commercial. It can- 
not be helped. And nobody is to 
be blamed. 

In this age of action results only 
count. Personal ambitions, or pub- 
lic positions must not interfere. 
Coordination and cooperation are 
imperative. 

There must be a directing head 
in every department of government, 
and the responsibility must rest 
there. Without fear or favor that 
head must produce or quit. It is 
perhaps more imperative in the po- 


branch of government. 

The police committee of council 
should now restore the old traffic 
bureau, which also fell under the 
political hammer two or three years 
back. Call it whatever may be 
wisest—the name doesn’t count. If 
the word “bureau” is objectionable, 
say “‘department.” The point is, 
a specific traffic enforcement 
branch of the police department, 
under the chief of police, with a 
capable official in charge, should be 
held responsible for traffic enforce- 
ment, in conjunction with full co- 
operation by every enforcement of- 
| ficer, whether a patrolman, detec- 
(tive or what not. 

The great responsibility of At- 
lanta is to teach her own people, 
and her thousands of daily vis- 
itors—pedestrians as well as motor 
drivers—to be safety-minded. 

Prevention is the most important 
element in conserving life and limb, 
(and in making the Streets safe. 
|} Prevention can only result from 
|making impressive examples of vio- 
‘lators. 

Despite all of the safety talk 
Since the inauguration of the new 
| adeninistration four deaths from 
‘Street accidents in three days this 
week is a bad record. It shows a 
lamentable weakness somewhere. A 
remedy must be found, or Atlanta 
will receive from this one source an 
economic blow that the “forward 
Atlanta” advertising campaign can- 
not offset. And the distressed 
homes cannot be overlooked. 

The police committee is to be 
commended for its spirit of coop- 
eration for results, rather than an- 
tagonisms to serve petty political 
designs. 

Citizens must cooperate. The 
responsibility, with Atlanta adver- 
tised to the world as heading the 
list of American cities in per capita 
lawlessness, is so great that citizens’ 
civic duty is challenged.

JANUARY 21. 

Today three years ago there passed 
from this life one of the most dan- 
gerous men to the peace of the world 
that has lived in it for a hundred 
years, not excepting the former kaiser 
of the German empire who precipitated 
the late world war. 

The man who died was Nicolai Len- 
in, premier of soviet Russia. His 
real name was Vladimir Ilyitch Ulian- 
ov, but he had lived as a_ political 


refugee in England, France, Germany | 


and Austria under assumed names anc 
had adopted that of Nicalai Lenin as 
the pen name for his communistic 
writings. These writings were put 
forth principally from Switzerland, 
which he made the headquarters for 
his revolutionary propaganda. 

When Czar Nicholas II was over- 
thrown in the early part of 1917 Lenin 
returned to Russia and took up the 
work of plotting against the Kerensky 
government. He succeeded in driving 
Kerensky out of Russia and in having 
himself set up as dictator of soviet 
Russia. He organized a powerful ca- 
bal of red communists as his cabinet. 
recruited a red army, abolished church 
and religion, blacklisted the Bible, 
ruthlessly slaughtered all who opposed 
his rule and filled Russia with blood- 
shed, disorder, rapine and famine. Per- 
haps no people in a thousand years 
were ever more oppressed and sup- 
pressed. The American people, out 
of pure charity, donated miltions of 
dollars to save the poor and the chil- 
dren from starvation. 

Lenin set out to revolutionize the 
world, destroy ordered governments 
and establish the universal rule 
“the proletariat,” which means the 
enemies of government, property and 
law. His death was a blessing both 
to the Russians and mankind at large.

He was 68 
years old when inaugurated and died 
in. the white house exactly one month 
later, 

General Zachary Taylor was in- 
augurated president when 64 years 
old and died in office a year and four 
months and five days later. 

President Buchanan .was 65 when 
inaugurated. He lived out his term 
and eight years longer. 

While Senator Reed shows much 
virility there are many who think it 
would be inexpedient to select so old 
a man for the presidential race at 
this critical period for the party. 

The other probable candidates, if 
we omit Senator Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, now in his 68th year, are all 
within available age limits.

HEALTH AND MEMORY. 


In these days of unabashed hokum 
an inferiority complex is an extrava- 
gant luxury.

Dr. Arnold Lorand, in his book on 
“Defective Memory and Absent-Mind- 
edness,” neatly indicates the differ- 
ence between normal amnesia or for- 
getfulness and pathological or morbid 
forgetfulness. Thus, he says, if one 
forgets and is unable to recall after 
reflection what one afte for dinner yes- 
terday or the day before, that is 
merely a reflection of the drabness 
or uninteresting character of the 
menu. But if one forgets and can’t 
for the life of him tell what he had 
for dinner an hour or two ago, that 
is morbid, and suggests some such dis- 
eases as paresis (softening of the 
brain) or perhaps Korsakoff’s alco- 
holie psychosis. In other words it is 
normal to remember pretty much 
every item of the menu of a good din- 
ner, and the better the dinner or the 


more agreeably one is impressd by | 
no ie ‘of the vast ether. 


the circumstances associated with the 
dinner, the longer and more vividly 
one will remember about it. 

So in meeting strangers and trying 
to remember their names. It is all 
right in principle but all wrong in 
practice to attempt to devise artificial 
or haphazard associations to help one 
to remember names. Unless some- 
thing about the person himself is suf- 
ficiently impressive, say his engaging 
smile or his sympathetic bearing or 
his manners, it is normal to forget his 
name presently. But it helps memory 
if one takes particular note of any 
such natural impression a person 
makes. 

Memory is readily affected by faults 
or disturbances in the circulation. Dr. 
Lorand mentions an instance of this. 
A patient came for ear treatment and 
found she had forgotten her address. 
She was given one drop of amyl 
nitrite (which tends to relax spasm of 
the blood vessels) and within a few 
minutes she was able to recall her 
address. 

Many cases of wandering. due to 
amnesia (loss of memory), which un- 
teachable reporters so insistently call 
“aphasia” (which means loss of 
speech), are due to underlying or un- 
recognized disturbances of the circu- 
lation. 1 remember one poor old fel- 
low who was picked up by the police, 
who held him as a suspicious char- 
acter,‘but finally permitted him to en- 
ter hospital for proper treatment. He 
had chronic nephritis with arterio- 
sclerosis. The police insisted they had 
proved his identity, and that he was 
a notorious .crook. The doctor sized 
the old man up as a decent sort and 


‘ventured to take issue with the po- 


lice identification, which was based 
on police photographs and finger- 
prints. After a few weeks the old 
man’s memory returned and he was 
restored to his relatives. The police 
had ‘to admit that they had made a 
mistake.

ing away at the finish, but whatever 
there was it was decidedly against 
Smith. He drew support of four dem- 
ocrats—Smith and Blease, of South 
Carolina; Overman, of North Caro- 
lina, and Steck, of Iowa. 

Some republican regulars went 
against him, 15 republicans, the one 
farmer-labor, and 32 democrats mak- 
ing up the total of 48 who voted to 
stop him at the senate door. 

Politics seeped through almost the 
whole discussion today, with direct 
statements by no less an authority 
than Senator Curtis, the republican 
leader, that in “the old days’ in the 
house contests for seats were decided 
purely on political grounds, irrespec- 
tive of which party was in control. 

Frazier Charges Politics. 

Frazier, North Dakota insurgent, 
recently readmitted to the republican 
fold, asserted that politics had entered 
into the Smith case, adding that there 
was too much polities in the senate 
anyway. 

Blease, the fiery democrat from 
South Carolina, also declared there 
was politics in this case. 

“They say there is no politics in 
it!” he exclaimed. “I’d like to see 
the time when this body ain’t got no 
polities in it.”

Another step in combating the evils 
of socalled “loan sharks” in Atlanta, 
and in ridding the city of these per- 
sons whose practice of usury have 
dragged many a laborer int the pits 
of poverty and distress, Was taken 
Thursday night when an Atlaata asso- 
ciation of credit unions was organized 
by six Atlanta credit unions at the 
chamber of commerce. 

The purpose of the organization is 
to develop credit agencies for the wage 
earners in opposition to the wascrupu- 
lous money lenders. The meeting was 
held under the auspices of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce thrift commit- 
tee. J. Tk Boyd, general counsel 
for the Atlanta Legal Aid society, is 
chairman of the legal aid section of 
the civic organization, and spoke at 
the meetiag. 

It has been largely through the con- 
tinuous efforts of Mr. Boyd that civic 
organizations, the Fulton county grand 
jury and Atlanta business concerns 
have begun taking active steps in the 
movemeat to rid Atlanta of the loan 
shark menace. 

Gentry Chairman. 

Organization of the credit unions 
was made possible under the credit 
union laws enacted in 1925 and be- 
fore the end of the present year at 
least 50 of such organizations are ex- 
pected to be actively engaged. 

G. C. Gentry, secretary of the credit 
union of the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Coast railway, was elected temporary 
chairnian, and Stewart Gelders, chair- 
man of the thrift committee of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, was 


named secretary pending the final or- 
ganization meeting to be held in Feb- 
ruary. 

“In order to devote as much eneray | 
as possible to prosecuting the cases 
now pending in Fulton superior court 
against loan sharks,” Mr. Boyd ex- 
plained, “the sponsors of the credit 
union movement need a separate or- 
ganization to carry on the work of 
forming new credit unions.’

It may be a 
peculiar trait of character or an = un- 
conscious gesture that has become a 
habit. It may also spill beyond the 
bounds of normality, then it is an ob- 
session. Mussolini has such an obses- 


sion. He cannot bear te be shut up in 


a small room, nor can ' is rcrvous sys- 
tem support the sight of grilled iron 
bars in front of a window. 


When he moved into the Palazzo 
Chigi in Rome he noticed the network 
of griltwork, an ancient precaution no 
doubt, in front of the window. He was 
ready to move into the large workroom 
that overlooks the Corso, piles of work 
were waiting for him, ‘there was an 
army of people in the waiting rooms, 
officials, foreign diplomats, fascist 
chiefs from out of town, newspaper- 
men. + 

“I will not go into that room,’’ he 
said, “until you rip off those bars. I 
could not sit in there ten minutes 
without feeling that I was going to 
suffocate.” 


Runs Out of the Gate. 


He always had this feeling. Years 
ago, while he wasstill a private citi- 
zen and a newspaper editor in Milan, 
he was walking in one of the munici- 
pal gardens one summer evening. He 
had a group of friends with him—col- 
leagues and artists. The discussion 
under the cool foliage, tinged with the 
silver of the moon, was animated and 
lively. 

When the company made its way 
to the exit at the stroke of midnight 
they observed that guardians were 
busy closing the high grilled gates. 
Two of the 12 huge portals had al- 
ready swung shut. Mussolini grew agi- 
tated and nervous. “We have plenty 
of time, Benito,” they told him as 
they saw the men at their -vork from 
a distance. But Mussolini eould not 
be held. He ran out of the gates. 
Later the party rejoined him. Some- 
body chided him with his fear of being 
shut up in a beautifvl garden on a 
warm summer’s night. 


“You can laugh as much as you 
like,” said the duce. “To see those 
gates swinging shut was agony to me. 
You don't know what it is to be behind 
iron bars, but I know. I have been in 


prison 11 times, don’t forget that!” 

Every: room must be airy and big 
in Mussolini’s official home. His work- 
room, a famous historical hall, is an 
immense place. ‘It is almost bare of 
furniture. Thick Florentine portieres 
hang’ over thé door, the floor is inlaid 
with superb mosaic. 


System of Listening. 


Mussolini sits at the end, a lone, 
solitary figure, behind a huge, flat- 
topped desk. He does not look up 
when anybody is ushered in, but glances 
at his calendar and states the number 
of minutes that he has available. In- 
stead of talking, Mussolini has now 
adopted the system of kstening. In- 
terviewers must be prepared to tell 
Mussolini what they think of fascism 
and the changes it has brought about 
in the New Italy. 


Mussolini is not a smirking, smiling 
handshaker. Even his closest friends 
admit that he is cool and reserved. 
There is nothing of the hail-fellow- 
well-met about him. “%:t he is a good 
and patient listener, especially if the 
plan somebody proposes appeals to his 
imagination. 

And he must listen to some grandiose 
schemes. There was, for instance, 
Homem Christo, the Portuguese sociol- 
ogist and writer, who came to Musso- 
lini to outline a plan of cooperation 
and federation of all the Latin peoples 
into one gigantic bloe. 


Christo had been accorded the usual 
ten minutes. But he was still talking 
excitedly to Mussolini an hour and a 
half later while diplomats and fascist 
chiefs stood cooling thir heels gut in 
the corridors. 


Christo’s Proposal. 


Under the guidance of Italy, the 
Portuguese proposed the Latin na- 
tions, consisting of Spain, Portugal, 
France, Belgium, Rumania and the 
great South American republics, could 
outstrip the grandeur of the ancient 
Roman empire and force upon the 
world the benefits of Latin civiliza- 
tion. Though the scheme is of course 
a tremendous castle in the air, it held 
Mussolini spellbound, something which 
is not surprising when one knows that 
in his youth he was a close student, 
and perhaps a silent admirer, of the 
great Pan-German dream of Wilhelm 
II and von Bernhardi, which was to 
bring half the world under Potsdam 
hegemony. 

The duce is a generous man. Hay- 
ing known hunger and _ privation, 
hardships and misery, he cannot bear 
the sight of squalor or poverty. He 
is always without money, because he 
gives every thing away. 

Whatever crimes have been laid at 
his door, justly or unjustly, nobody 
will ever be able to level the charge 
that the duce sought personal gain. 
There is no doubt that he has been 
offered great recompense by the in- 
dustrial magnates of his country for 
saving their business from ruin, but 
he has never accepted a cent. 


When he resigned from the socialist 
party years ago and the leaders want- 


ed him to accept a certain sum as a 
gratuity or remuneration for work ac- 
complished, he refused indignantly. 


In the -past this disregard for money 
has entailed unknown hardships for 
Donna Rachele, his wife, who had to 
keep the home fires burning. 

A prominent Italian diplomat who 
was once traveling with the duce tells 
a story which illustrates Mussolini's 
lack of interest in the treasures and 
valuable gifts that are constantly be- 
ing bestowed upon him. 

When removing a portmanteau, the 
diplomat pricked his finger. He dis- 
covered a priceless platinum pin, stud- 
ded with diamonds and emeralds, stuck 
in the lining of an overcoat. He 
showed it to Mussolini. “‘Where does 
that conge from?” asked the duce. He 
was told, and a valet remembered that 
it had been presented to the duce by 
an admirer. 

Neither servant nor master was able 
to remember who had been the donor. 
“But you should take care of it,” said 
the diplomat, “it is a thing of great 
value.” “Oh, put it away; I don't 
want it,” replied the duce. 

Newspaper Inheritance. 

He is the opposite of Premier Poin- 
care in one respect. -Poincare cannot 
bear the sight of a scrap of paper on 


the floor ; everything in his workroom 
must be in perfect order. If the ink- 
stand or a paperweight is displaced, 
Poincare notices it and is irritated by 
it. Mussolini can work with the room 
upside down— no doubt an inheritance 
from newspaper days, when, his secre- 
tary tells us, he had to wade through 
paper to get to his desk. That the 
Palazzo Chigi looks so spick and span 
today is due no doubt to the vigilance 
of an army of flunkeys and secretarial- 
ly-minded individuals. Mussolini had 
no valets when he was running The 
Popolo d'Italia. 

The duce’s word is law in Italy. 
He is. the dictator. One word, and 
armies set in motion; a shake of the 
head, and legions leap to their feet. 
But there is one matter in which he 
has failed signally, and that is the 
question of dress reform. 

Some months ago the duce made 
plans for a nation-wide dress reform 
for women. This was to be in con- 
junction with his striving for a return 
to the stern morality of ancient Rome. 


He had the support of the clergy, of 


course. The queen of Italy placed her- 
self at the head of a dress-reform com- 
mittee. Designs from. medieval Dan- 
tesque gowns were made and lectures 
were given in young ladies’ colleges, 
public schools and fascist girl clubs. 
Posters were put up on street corners. 
But that is as far as it went. The 
duce could not win over the smart 
donnas of Rome and Milan to his 
schemes. They like to show as much 
of their charms as the Parisiennes, 
and they wear their skirts just about 
one inch shorter today in Rome than 
they do iu Montmartre.

Thompson, have both taken occasion to make some 
remarks about the refereeing at basketball games and these remarks have 
so coincided with our thoughts that we take this opportunity to enlarge 


a bit upon them. 


Perhaps it is not exactly correct to say that these two 
writers have made remarks about the refereeing because the 
referees have come in for much praise on all sides, but the 
comment is directed at the system rather than the individuals. 


MORE, NOT BETTER, OFFICIALS IS THE CRY. The officiating 
at all of Atlanta’s important games has been done by one man and such 
men as Robinson, Glassman, Sullivan and others can do and have been 
doing as well as any one man could do, but there is a crying need for two 
officials where games are close and of importance to spectators and teams 


alike. 


The officials performing as referees in Atlanta this year 
are particularly good but they are up against a job that no 
man can perform in-a style even near perfection, simply be- 
cause even referees have but one pair of eyes and those, un- 
fortunately, are capable of vision in but one direction. 


A referee must needs watch the course of the ball and where a 
foul, either personal or technical, is committed in the immediate vicinity 
of the ball he sees it, but it is safe to say that a large percentage of the 
fouls,‘ personal particularly, are committed when the ball has just left 
a player or in some cases when the ball is in the other end of the 


court. 


It is hard for any referee to keep up with the ball in a 
fast basketball game and catch all the personal and technical 
With two men, a referee and an 


umpire, on the job it would simplify matters to a great extent. 


fouls. In fact it is impossible. 


Some will say that two officials would catch more fouls and call 
more penalties and slow the game much more, but as a matter of fact a 
great many of the personal fouls would not be committed if players were 
virtually certain that they would be caught in the commission. 


Try and imagine a football game with just a referee or even with 


a referee and umpire and no head linesman. 
The second official in a basketball game may 


and would become a joke. 


It would be impossible, 


not be as essential as a head linesman in a football game, but it appears 
to us that two officials in basketball games would add much to the clean- 
liness of the sport as well as being an aid to the overworked referees who 
are now trying to do the work of two men.

The pro- 
gram will be broadcast direct from 
the stage of the Auditorium theater 
by the Chicago Civie Opera company 
and will be the first nation-wide 
transmissiova of grand opera.

Washington, January 20.—(?) 
Congress opened its doors today to 
another discussion over what to do 
with the government’s properties at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala. 

The question, dominant since last 
session, came to life simultaneously at 
both the house and at the white house, 
being started by the house military 
committee voting to start hearings 
next Tuesday on bids for the prop- 
erties. 

While the committee was taking 
tNis action, President Coolidge receiv- 
ed.a group of American Farm bureau 
representatives who asked his support 
for a new bid to be submitted shortly 
by the American Cyanamid Company 
of New York. 

This proposal -was represented as 
a more liberal offer than the one now 
before congress which was rejected 
last winter by a majority of the spe- 
cial congressional Muscle Shoals com- 
mission. 

Meanwhile, the house turned down 
on a point of order a move by Rep- 
resentative Allgood, democrat, Ala- 
bama, to amend the army appropria- 
tion bill, which it was considering to 
provide for government operation of 
the shoals properties. 

Although rejected instantaneously 
the proposal proved a vehicle for ex- 
tended debate during which Represen- 
tative Snell, republican, New York, 
said that unless an acceptable bid 
should be received sWortly that he 
would urge government operation in 
this case although opposed in general 
to the practice. 

It also developed that Chairman 
Madden of the house appropriations 
committee, virtually has completed 
drafting on a bill to carry out the 
new offer of the cyanamid company 
and proposed to introduce it the first 
of the week. 

The announcement concerning the 
Madden bill clears up a long standing 
report that the cyanamid company 
proposed to make a new move to ac- 
quire the properties. Although Mad- 
den’s measure is not expected to be 
made public before Monday it is 
known that one of the chief objections 
to the old cyanamid offer hinged on 
provision looking to construction of 
the Cove creek dam and other devel- 
opment of the Tennessee river. The 
new offer is expected to be more lib- 
eral in its provisions concerning this 
phase of the work.

New York, January 20.—(/)—The 
huge northeast railway merger is be- 
ing, planned on a share for share 
equality basis in an exchange of stock 
of the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific for stock in the new 
operating railway company.

The Great Northern road has au-

CROSS CURRENTS 
DEVELOP ON CURB 


New York, January 20.—(#)—Cu- 
rious cross currents of prices fran 
through today’s curb market, with 
honors between the “bull” and “bear” 
factions about evenly divided.

The export business included 
some durum wheat from the United 
States at the topmost prices yet this 
season. Closing quotations on wheat 
were firm, 3-Sc to 3-tc net higher, 
with corn unchanged to 3-8c off, vats 


visions varying from 5c decline to 
10c¢ gain. 
Most of the new export business in 


North American wheat was Canadian, 
but besides durum a part was domes- 
tic red winter. Hard winter wheat 
at the Gulf of :Mexico, however, was 
quoted as easier. with little demand. 

Preceding the market effect of the 
export buying; wheat chiefly was un- 
der the influence of an official re- 
port that wheat production in Argen- 
tina: showed 7,000,000 bushels increase 
over the latest previous government 


estimate. According to the new offi- 
cial figures. the Argentine exportable 
surplus is 144,000,000 bushels against 
117,000,000 bushels last year. 

Late upturns.in price accompanied 
active .commission house demand for 
future deliveries, here, a demand ap- 
parently having its source northwest, 
especially Winnipeg. This was largely 
due to closing up of spread trades be- 
tween Chicago and the northwest, and 
was in the face ef estimates that 50,- 
000,000 bushels of new Argentine 
wheat has already been sold ahead for 
export this season. Wheat shipments 
from Argentina this week were 2,- 
960.000 bushels, nearly 1,000,000 bush- 
els in excess of the previous week and 
compared with 1,664,000 bushels a 
year back. 

Corn failed to rally well with wheat. 
Sales of corn to arrive from the coum 
try were larger. Oats followed wheat 
rather than corn. 

Provisions were responsive to the 
late firmness of grain.
